The Gallies of Tunis and A'piers, ſet out

'znftrufted by a Renegado of that Country they 


"Fell one Night upon Oraya, a little City, which 


they ſurprized and ſacked, and moft part of 
the Inhabitants were made Slaves. Never did- 


1 fee. fuch a Confuſion, or ſuch a Terror ;. 
=. theſe poor Wiretches were put Pell-mel] a- 
board the Callies, without having any regard 
for either the Eccleſiaſticks or Women; even 
he little Innocents that hung at their tender 
Mothers Breaſts, were obliged to loſe their 
Liberty, before they had taſted the Sweets of 
it. After this barbarous Expedition, theſe In- 

"+ fidels left the Coaſts, and kept all the Day 
following at a diſtance from Land, to fee if 


they would not come to ranſom ſome of the Pri- 
foners. But no body appearing, either for 
want of Compaſſion or Money, or elfe becauſe 
this Expedition had ſpread too general a Ter- 
ror all over the Parts adjacent, the Gallies ſet 
Sail with their Prize, We met with no croſs 
Accident till we got as far as Valonna, where 
the Chriſtian Fleet having diſcovered the : 
| | ; (ah 
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Ten Gallies, the Barbarians were obliged to 
abandon them to ſave themſelves, and land 
all their Ships Crews. They carryd Us to

What an agreeable ſight was it for us 
ſee all the Inhabitants of Alexandria run 
vain down to the Sea ſhore! and how great 
was our Joy, on ſeeing our ſelves thus deli- 
vered from Slavery, and having reyenged our - 
ſelves by ſuch a alorions Action of thoſe Infi- 
dels, who had exercis'd ſo much Barbarity over 
us! But the Succeſs was too great for Wretches, 
who ſeemed only to be Born to ſuffer, and 
were only juſt beginning to ſtruggle with For- 
tune. For whilſt we row'd with all our 
Strength to gain the open Sea, and thought 
we were already out of the Canon-ſhot of 
our Enemies, an vnfortanate Ball, which was 
levelled from the top of a Tower, ſtruck a- 
Fial our Rudder, and carried it into the Sea. 
t coſt us ſome Time to recover that Piece,

What a melancholy Reverſe of Fortune was 
this, after having fed our ſelves with ſuch 
flattering hopes! We had hardly recovered our 
dear Liberty, but we ſaw our ſelves upon the 
point of entering again into Chains and Sla- 
very, and being at the diſcretion of our 
Maſters, our Judges, and our Tyrants. We 
were ſo diſcouraged, and our Strength ſo much

weakened, that we continued a long time lying 


upon the Shore, without troubling our ſelves

We hoped, however, to find ſome in 
our Way, but were mightily deceived; for 
after having marched three or four Days, Wwe 
ſaw an end ot our hag ay. and the be- 
ginning of our Miſery. The farther we ad- 
vanced, the more deſart and ſavage the Coun- 
try was, without Water or Fruits, and only 
inhabited by Lyons and Tygers. At laſt we 
ſuffered the moſt cruel Famine, and were 
forced to feed upon what Graſs or Herbs we 
could find here and there. But how was it. WW 
poſſible to hold out long againſt ſo mam 'l 
Fatigues and Troubles, wanting. at the ſame 
Time all that was neceſſary to ſupport Life? 
Accordingly the leaſt robuſt of our — = 


ſoon . fainted under their Burthen; moſt 
them wanting Strength, ſunk down and gave 
up the Ghoſt; inſomuch that in eight or nine 
Days. March, we were reduced from ninety

As for the Domi- 
nican, whether twas out of Devotion, or 
want of Money, he took up his ing upon 
2 Bench, altho' thoſe of his Order love their 
eaſe very well. We had hardly compoſed our 
ſelves to Sleep, when we were awaked on a2 
ſudden by a furious Thundering” at the Inn 


The Landlord, who was a Man of great 
Humanity, and loved his Eaſe very well, had 
the patience to let them clatter at his Gate 
above half an Hour. But who were 
knocking having at laſt called to him to open 
in the King's Name, the Inn-keeper thought it 
was time to leap out of his Neſt. After the 
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Door was opened, we ſaw a Company of Ar- 
chers enter our Room, who with Piſtols in 
their Hands, -came and looked us all in the 
Face. But ſeeing that none of us was the 


Perſon ſought for, they went directly to the 
other Chamber, where the Gentleman before 
mentioned lay, They knocked at the Door 
above a quarter of an Hour, without being 
able to gain admittance, which obliged them 
at laſt to break it open; but the Man had al- 
ready made his Eſcape thro the Window 
which looked into the Garden, as appeared by 
the Sheet which had ſerved inſtead of a Rope 
to let him down. They ran after him, but 
too late, for he had already got off with his 
Horſe, which he had the Addreſs to get out 
of the Stable. . In the mean while, having got 
up with my Bed-fellow to know what was the 
matter, we ſaw the Archers in a great Con-

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two Horſemen knew Us, they made a ſign to 
the others to come up, in the mean while one 
of thoſe two, who was a Renegade of Lan- 
guedoc, and whom! had often ſeen at Alexan- 
dria, cryed out to us. Ab ! nba Wretches 
47 hon are . were you not ſwallowed up in the 
raging Surges of the Sea, rather than to fall again 
into our Hands ! 

He had ſcarely finiſh'd this Exclamation, 
which was but too ſignificant, when we were 
ſurrounded by the whole Troop, who mifuſed 
us barbarouſly, and vented a Thoufind inju- 
rious Expreſhons againſt Us, They were fo 
overjoyed at having caught Us, that ſome of 
the moſt devout ahghting? went a little aſide 
to ſay their Sala, which 1s one of their extra- 
ordinary Prayers, to return Thanks to Mabo- 
met for having proſpered their Expedition» 
This Troop conſiſted of an hundred and fifty, 
and an equal Number were detached on the 
other ſide of Alexandria towards Roſetta, to 
ſee if we had not Landed on that fide. . 
Tyrants having tyed our Hands behind Us, 
reſted themſelves a little, and ſeeing we were 

nite ſpent with Hunger, they gave each of 

$ # few Beans, which we were obliged like 
Beaſts to take up in our Mouths, not being 
able to help our ſelves with our Hands. This 
done, they packed us upon Camels, two and 
two of a fide, like Bales of Goods, after 
which they ſet out from thence. They left _ 
us ſome Hours in that cruel poſtutp; hut 
obr Conducters ſeeing we could not ſupport ix 
long without dying, ſet us down, and com- 
manded us, weak as a were, to follow them 


— 
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on Feot, Our fear of being again packed 
upon the Camels, made us do our utmoſt to 
keep pace with them; but as they went too 


faſt for us, we begged them to have ſome re- 


gard to our extreme Weareſs. Believing 
that Blows would have the ſame Effect upon 
us, as Spurs upon Horſes, they began to abuſe 
us in a miſerable manner; but at laſt ſeeing 
that our Wearineſs would not allow us to 
. Impoſſibilities, they were oblig d to 
et us walk as our Strength would permit us. 
Thus we travelled four or five Days between 
nine and ten long Leagues a Day, without 
having any other Suſtenance than Horſe- beans. 
and being all the while faſt bound ſo that we 
could not uſe our Hands. 

Being at laſt arrived at the Arab's Tower, we 


ſtqpt there to reſt our ſelves a little, and they 
made vs enter into a Douart. In Africa, they 


call thus a Number of Tents, ſometimes 
eighty, ſometimes a hundred, covered with 
Goat Skins, and pitched. very near each other 
in, a Circle, which takes up a large ſpot of 
Ground, and in each Tent is a Family of 
Alarbes. Thus a Douart is like a Villa Fey which 
ohe may tranſport whither one will ; for AS | 
this Country is very ſavage, and almoſt a' 
Deſart, when theſe People are weary of one 
place they go in ſearch of another. "Twas in 
one of theſe then that they made us enter ; 
where we ſaw the Men and Women ſtark 
naked, without ſeeming to be in the leaſt aſha» 
med. At any other time we ſhould have been 
very, much ſurprized at ſeeing ſo many, Nu- 
dities, and ſo much the more that it was very: ; 
7 , uncom- 


/ 
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uncommon in thoſe Parts; but as our Thoughts 


were too full of our own Miſeries, we did 
not take great notice of it. Aſſoon as theſe 
Alarbes ſaw our miſerable condition, as ſavage 
and cruel as they were; they had pity on us; 
da gy the Women, who are uſually more 
compaſhonate every where than the Men, and 
ave us Victuals and Drink. As we had not 
Por a long time had any good Nouriſhment, 
they dreſſed us a quantity of Rice; and ſeve- 
ral of my Companions eat ſo much, and fo 
greedily, that they were ready to burſt; how- 
ever nobody died of it. From thence we con- 
tinued 2 with the ſame Fatigues and 
the ſame Uſage, as far as Pompey's Palir, 
which is juſt by A.cxandria, where one of the 
Horſemen rid before us to give notice of our 
Arrival. A little after we ſaw a Crowd ok 
Men, Women, and Children coming out to 
meet us, who loaded us with Reproachies 
Curſes, eſpecially. thoſe whoſe Relations and 
Friends we had killed, Their Fury was fo great 
that they would have torn us in pieces, if 
the J. had not placed us in the mid- 
dle of them. | * 
At laſt we enter'd the City, fo tired an! 


famiſhed, that we were but Skeletons, They 


immediately threw us into a diſmal Dungeon 
where we were bound with ſtrong Chains, an 

our Maſters conſulted a long Time what they 
ſhould do with us. The Richeſt and moſt 


| Cruel would have had us ſuffered unheard of 


Torments, preferring the pleaſure of Revenge 
ta the Profit they might reap in ſaving our 


Lives. Others, who were not ſo much at their 
CRE —_ Eaſe, 
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Eaſe, or were more covetous, propoſed puniſhing 
us by a ſevere Baſtinado, tho* the buniſhment 


ſhould not be fo rigorous as to make us dye 


under it. Others again, who would ſeem to 


have more Humanity, tho' they were at the 
bottom as barbarous as the reſt, ſaid they were 
revenged enough of us by what we had al- 
ready ſuffer d, and that if an 


thing were 
wanting to compleat our Chaſtiſement, they 
might double our Labour, and give us no 


reſpite by Sea or Land. At laſt my Maſter, 
who was one of the moſt powerful, and very 
much efteemed, managed matters ſo that we 
were only condemned to the Gallies. Accord- 


ingly we were again chained to the Oar, and 
in a few Days we left the Port and ſailed to- 
wards the Archipelago. During this Voyage 


they paid us off our Arrears for our laſt En- 


terprize by the moſt inhumane Uſage, and no 
nore Aflowance than would juſt ſupport Life. 
his ſoon made ns very fine ſhaped, and we 


were but Skin and Bone when we arrived at 


Pacomo, a little Iſlind near Natolia, There we 
eaſt Anchor in a ſort of Gulph very near the 


Shore. As every Wretch is continually con- 
triving means to render his Condition leſs in- 


tolerable, tis not to be wondered at, that I 
was always thinking how to gain my Liberty, 
This Iſland was covered with Trees and 


Buſhes, and e favourable to my 


Deſign; wherefore l reſolved to try my Eſcape 
by Night. I examined how I could free my 
fel from my Chains, with which it would 


have been impofſible for me to ſave my ſelf; _ 


and I had the pleaſure to ſee that my Suffe -

DYE any one ; being overjoyed that I ha 
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rings and Faſting had made me ſo lean, that 
I could. get the Irons off my Legs, without 

tting my ſelf to too much Torture. Night 
eing then' come, and all the Slaves ordered 
to take their great Coats and lye down, 
I took+ Advantage of the Noiſe made on 
all fides with the Chains; to pull off mine, 
wherein I ſucceeded with ſome Pain, after 
having ferch'd moſt of the Skin off my Feet. 
In ſpite of the ſmart I felt, I kept my ſelf 
quiet, and lay down like the others, refolying 
to watch 2 proper Time. You muſt” know, 
Sir, ſaid the Officer, addreſſing himſif to me, 


that to every Bench of Rowers thete is #77 


round Hole in the Deck of the Veſſel, where 
the Slaves go to do their Occaſions; and 'tis the 
only Liberty allowed them. to go there when 
they have need, their Chains * long e- 
nough for that purpoſe. Seeing at laſt that 
all were aſleep, except the Centinels at the 
Head and Stern, I went to the Hole, crying out 
4a la Banda, Words one muſt uſe at that Time, 
on Pain of a good Beating. Aſſoon as I was 
ſet down, Lſlipt my great Coat, which was 
very large, foftly over my Head, and ſupport- 


cd it about my Height with two Props which 


{I had provided for that purpoſe ; ſo that the 
Coat ftanding thus of it ſelf, the Centinels 
might think I was ſtill there about my Occa- 
ſions. Aſſoon as every thing was thus fitted, 
I firt paſſed my Legs and then my Body down 
the Hole, and being got into the Sea, began 
ito ſwim with as little Noiſe as poſſible, and 
at laſt got aſhore without being perceived by 

Foul left my 
C 4 Spoils 
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Spoils to be handſomely drubbed for ſtaying 
ſo long at that place. | | 
I immediately retired into the thickeſt part 
of the Wood; and at Day break got as faſt as. 
oſſible farther from the place where I had 
eft our Galley, and at laſt reached the other 
ſide of the Iſle. By the greateſt good Fortune 
a'Malteze was at Anchor pretty near the Shore. 
After having long made Signs, and bawled as 
loug as I could, they at laſt perceived me, and 
ſent 4 Sloop to take me in. The Captain 
geceived me on Board with the greateſſ Plea- 
me to be 
Cloathed from Top to toe, becauſe J had only 
2 pair of courſe linnen Breeches quite worn 
out, and a ſorry Doublet without Sleeves over 
my naked Skin. We ſoon weighed Anchor, 
and without meeting any unlucky Agcident ar- 
_ ..zived at Malta, where I embarked ſome Days

The Actor who played that part had 
hardly appeared upon the Stage when I was 
taken with his handſome Mien ; and he per- 
formed it ſo well, that I was raviſhed with 
him, and found my ſelf his Captive, before 
I was acquainted with my Conqueror, I 
could not turn my Eyes from him, and could 
have wiſhed him to have continued upon the 
Stage from one end of the Play to the other ; 
for I was very much yexed when 1 ſaw him 
go off to give place ro other Actors. *Tis 
none of the leaſt ſurprizing effects of Love, 
that aſſoon as we have caught the Poiſon at 
our Eyes, it inſinuates it ſelf immediately 
into our Hearts, and makes us plunge our 
ſelves deeper into his Snares. In the mean

Maid who had a Lanthorn, becauſe the Night 
was very dark. Having croſſed a little Street, 
and being in an uninhabited part of the 
Town, thro' which L was obliged to pals, I 
found my ſelf catched up behind on a ſud- 
den by ſomebody who was ſtrong enough, in 
| © ſpite of my reſiſtance, to carry me into an 
empty Houſe, whilſt another ſeized hold on 
the Lanthorn. The Maid, and my Brother 
who was but a Boy, not being able to give 
me any Aſſiſtance, and being terrify'd, ran 
away as faſt as they could, leaving me in 
Arms of the Raviſhers. As the Man who 
had the Lanthorn' was going to put out the 
Candle, I turned my Head, and faw that the 
Villain who held me was Clitander. I calld 
him immediately by his Name, hoping zd 
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finding himſelf diſcovered, he would make no 
attemps upon my Honour, which might in 
the end prove fatal to himſelf; but he was 
not a Man who valued another's Honour, 
or even his own. For without making me 
any Anſwer, he began to rye my Arms with 
ſtrong Ropes, which he had brought with him 
for that purpoſe; whilſt his Footman, another 
Miſcreanr, endeavoured to flop my Mouth with 
a Handkerchief. I own that Heaven favoured 
me at this dreadful Moment, and ſupply'd 
me with Strength enough to cauſe -theſe 
Wretches a good- deal of Trouble ; for in 
ſtruggling J gave them ſach Blows on the 
Face that I often ſtunn'd them. However 
I muſt at laſt have fall'n a Prey to theſe two 
Villains, whoſe Fury was redoubled by my 
Reſiſtance, if the ſame Heaven, which at laſt 
protects the Afflicted, had not ſent to my Aſ- 
ſiſtance two that ſeem'd to be Gentlemen, 
who happening to paſs that Way, and hear- 
ing my 
directed them, and ſeeing the Violence done to 


me, drew their Swords. Clitander and his 


Servant were then obliged to let me looſe to 
defend themſelves, an 
Sides without having any regard to their own: 
Safety. Whilſt they were thus engaged, F 
found Means to get away, and fled as taſt ag 
I could, but had not got far before I met the 
Watch who were coming up on hearin 
the Claſhing of Swords. Aſſoon as the 
Fellows ſaw me running, and perceiv d me 
all in a Confuſion, they laid hold of me 
whilſt five or ſix of them nending theit

ries, ran towards where the Noiſe 


they fought on both - 
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Pace, ran vp to the Combatants, whom they 
ſoon parted, by knocking them down with 
their Staves ; and becauſe they would not 
miſs the Guilty, they would have carry'd 
them all four well bound to Priſon. But 
on my proteſting to them, that the two Gen- 
tlemen who came to my Aſliſtance were in 
no Fault, but on. the contrary had defended 
me from the Inſults which the others would 
have offered me, they were ſatisfied with my 
Depoſition, and only carry'd away Clitander* 
and his Footman, the former of whom 
defired he might firſt be conducted to a Sur- 
geon, becauſe he was wounded. In the 
mean while one of the Watchmen, holding 
up his Janthorn, Heavens! how great was my 
FSurprize when I found that one of thoſe 
to whom I ow'd my Deliverence, and the 
Preſervation of my Honour, was the ſame 
Comedian with whom I was fo deſperately 
in Love: You can't imagine how my Heart 
panted, on finding its Conqueror ſo near. He 
immediately told me that he was very much 
obliged to me for W his going to 
Priſon; and added, that he was charmed 
with having done any Service to a Perſon 
who expreſſed ſo much Acknowledgment 
8; thereof upon the Spot; to which I an- 
1  ſwered, that I ſhould be thought very ingrate- 

L ful if, whenever Occaſion offer d, I did not 
confeſs the infinite Obligations I had- to him 
for the Preſervation of what was dearer to 
me than any thing in the World. This ſaid, 
he offered to conduct me Home, ſaying he 
ſhould not think he had done any da if,

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before he left me, he did not ſee me in a Place 
of ſafety; I conſented with a great deal of if 
Joy, and was raviſhed with having met with 
an Opportunity J had ſo much ſighed after. 
I placed my ſelf then between them, and we 
went together to my Aunt's, who was at 
| the Door with ſome Neighbours, and in great 
Pain what was become of me, for the Servant 
| and my Brother had alarmed all that part of 
the Town. Aſſoon as the ſaw me, ſhe claſp'd 
me about the Neck, weeping for Joy at my 
gp return, as ſhe did likewiſe to my Guides 
and Deliverers, aſſaon as I had informed her 
what they had done for me. 4 
As they would have gone Home, becauſe 
it was late, my Aunt would make them ſtay 
till they had drank a Glaſs of Wine, and re- 
covered themſelves a little from the Emotion 
wherein we had all been. When they were 
juſt upon going, I deſired ſoftly of Florimond, ³ 
for that is this amiable Comedian's Name, 4 
not to fail coming ſometimes to viſit me, 
during the little Stay I ſhould make in that 
City, chat I might have an Opportunity of 
expreſſing my Acknowledgment for the great 
Service he had done me; which he promiſed 
and ſqueezed my Hand, Next Morming ! 
was ſent for to appear before the Magiſtrates, 
having told where 1 lodged, to give an ac- 
count how the Affair happened the Night 
before. Had not I been #fraid of cenſorious 
Tongues, and that the World would have 
judged amiſs of me and my Conduct, I had 
the faireſt Opportunity 1iinagihable of being 
revenged on the Baron for his Villany ; but 
Prudence made me not charg$him with the 
2 K 5 Crime 
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Crime he would have executed. Wherefore 
I only faid, that I met two Men who ſeem'd- 


1 to be Drunk, and would in ſpite of my Teeth 
WE Pave ſeen me Home; fo that by this flight. 


Depoſition Citander and his Footman were 
releaſed, without being puniſhed as they 
deſerved. 
Three Days were elaps d without my ſeeing. 
Florinond, elſewhere — at the Playhouſe; 
which gave me very great Uneaſineſs. At 
laſt the Fourth he came, and by good Luck, 
my Hunt being then abroad, 1 had full Op- 
portunity to expreſs my Gratitude in the. 
ampleſt Manner for the Service he had done 
me. This I did in ſuch terms that he might 
have found I was animated by another 
Motive; but I did not let him know I was 
= acquainted with his Profeſſion; and for his 
8 wah he took care likewiſe not to tell it me. 
He came after that feveral times to viſit me, 
and as he ſoon ſaw in what Manner I receiv'd. 
him, it coſt him no great Trouble to diſco - 
ver how dear he was to me. This Pleaſure, 
which I enjoyed in his Company, was at laſt. 
diſturbed by a Letter from my Father, wherein 
He enjoin'd me abſolutely. to return with all 
* durſt not diſobey; the Order was 
preſſing; however I would not go with- 
' out ſpeaking to-Florimond, and diſcovering to 
him all that paſſed in my Soul. At firſt I was 
in ſuſpence whether I ſhould diſcover to him 
tar not what 1 knew of his Condition. But 
at laſt I reſolved to. accquaint him 28 
with my Sentiments towards him the 
time I ſaw him appear upon the Stage, that 
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thereby I might leave him no Room to fear his i 
Profeſſion s giving me any diſguſt. According- i 
ly when he came to viſit me, I diſcovered to 
him, bluſhing, that his Air and genteel Be- 
haviour, being ſmitten, which diſtinguiſhed him 
beyond any of his Companions, it had cauſed 
an ardent Deſire in me to be acquainted 
with him, even before his havin ne me 
ſuch a ſignal Service as he had; that twas 
for that n 1 had continued fo long in 
that City; but that at laſt I found my ſelf 
obliged to * the Orders of my Parents, . 
who inſiſted abſolutely on my ſetting out net 
Morning; that however I ſhould find it hard 
to comply with Commands that were to me 
ſo rigorous, if he would nos promiſe for the 
. Love of me to forſake the Stage, and follow 
. me; and 1 afſured him that if he would 
ſhare my Fortune, he might expect all the 
Advantages that were in my Power in an 
honourable Way. This Declaration coſt me 
abundance of Pain; but as Love opens the 
Mouth of the moſt timerous, and baniſhes 
all Share, I had rather it ſhould colt me. 
a-Bluſh, than be - deprived of an Obje& 
wherein I placed all my Happineſs. Feria 
mond was a little ſurprized at this Diſcourſe, 
and ſeemed daſhed at my knowing his Pro- 
feſſion; but not being able to deny it, be 
faid that he had ingag d therein contrary to 
his Inclination, being forced to it by his. Ne- 
ceſſity, but that he was not Born to perſevere 
in it; and that if he might rely upon my 
Declaration, he would that Minute quit the 
- Theatre, with a Reſolution to follow me 
WA ® every - 
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every where, and live with me in any corner 
of the World: This promiſe put me in an 
Extaſy ; we ſwore an inviolable Fidelity to 
cach other, and he promiſed to come to me 
in two Days. 
I ſet out the next Morning; and aſſoon as 
I arrived at home, was ſeverely reprimanded 
by my Father for my long Abſence, and Diſo- 
bedience. He had already been informed, I 
don't know by whom, of Clitander's terrible 
Attempt; and reproached me very ſternly with 
having drawn this Puniſhment upon my ſelf 
from Heaven, for my Diſobedience to my 
Facher; ſwearing that if Clitander ever dared 
to return to that City, he would have him 
ſeized, and not ſuffer ſuch an Action to go 
unpuniſhed.. When he was grown a little 
Cal I told him that a Gentleman of Di- 
ſinction had ventured his Life to deliver me 
out of the Baron's Hands, and that he would 
come to Ter- veer about ſome buſineſs, where- 
at he ſeemed very glad, and reſolved to fee 
him, that he might thank him for the Ser- 
vice he had done me: Accordingly as Florimond 
Aid not fail coming as he had promiſed, my 
Father ſhewed him all manner of Civility. 
Altho I had very little Liberty to keep Com- 
pany, Florimond came to our Houſe very fa-

thought I ſhould have run Mad, when he 
forbid me, in a violent Paſſion, ever ſeeing 
Florimond more; then after ordering my Mo- 
ther to have a watchful Eye over my Conduct, 
he ſet out at break of Day to enquire whether 


ö the Accuſation was true. In the mean while 
1 the Domeſticks having Orders to refuſe Ho- 
rimond Entrance, my Lover came to viſit meas 


uſual; and a Servant who had a Spleen —_ 
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and took a pleaſure in vexing me, was glad 
ſhe — to be at the Door, to have an 
opportunity to tell Flori mond rudely, that I 
was gone out with my Mother, and ſhould 
not return in a long time: Hereupon he re- 
tired very melancholy, and much ſurprized 
at the Tone wherewith the Wench ſpoke to 
him. Some Hours after he came again, and 
received yet a ruder Anſwer. My Father re. 
turning next Day, ſent. for me into his 
Chamber, and told me that what had been 
written him of Florimond was but too true, 
wherefore he commanded me to think no 
more of that Vagabond, nor either ſee, him, 
write to him, or receive any more of his Let. 
ters; at the ſame time he ſwore he would 
confine me in a Houſe of Correction on my 
fiſt Diſobedience, and that he would receive 
that Impoſtor, the firſt time he came, in. ſuch 
a manner as ſhould prevent his ever having 
an Inclination to return: I leave you to

He did not fail, and as we had not ſeen 
each other in cight Days, this Interview- was 
the moſt tender that can be imagined, We
